No authority is lacking to keep

There is no 
power which can compel railway em- 
ployes to work against their will even 
on mail trains but the federal govern- 
ment can lend troops for the purpose 
of moving the mails or it can under- 
take the movement of mail trains it- 
self under arrangement with the rail- 
roads. 


The statutes practically make it un- 


lawful for anyone to wreck a train or 
otherwise hinder its progress 
from 


stata to state. Strike breakers there- 
fore will have better protection 
than 


is usually the case but the federal 
government is powerless to protect 
the strike breakers from harm when

Strike Proclamation 


Washington, D. C.—The text of the proclamation on the railroad strike 


signed by President Harding and Secretary of State Hughes, follows: 


"Whereas, the United States railroad labor board is an agency of the gov- 


ernment, created by law and charged with the duty of adjusting disputes be 
tween railroad operators and employes engaged in interstate commerce, and, 


"Whereas, the United States railroad labor board has recently handed down 


decisions, one affecting the wage of the shop craft employes, the other declar 
ing the contract system shop craft work with outside agencies to be contrarj 
to the intent of the transportation act, and, therefore, that such practice must 
be discontinued; and, 


"Whereas, the shop craft employes have elected to discontinue their work 


rather than abide by the decision rendered, and certain operators have ignored 
the decision ordering the abandonment of the contract shop practice: and, 


"Whereas, the maintained operation of the railways in interstate commerce 


and the transportation of United States mails have necessitated the employ 
ment of men who choose to accept employment under the terms of the deci 
sion and who have the same indisputable right to work that others have to 
decline to work, and, 


"Whereas, the peaceful settlement of controversies in accordance with law 


and due respect for the established agencies of such settlement are essential 
to the security and well being of our people; 


"Now, therefore, I Warren G. Harding president of the United States 


do hereby make proclamation, directing all persons to refrain from all in 
terference with the lawful efforts to maintain interstate transportation and 
the carrying of the United States mails. 


"These activities- and the maintained supremacy of the law are the first 


obligation of the government and all the citizenship of our country. There- 
fore, I invite the cooperation of all public authorities, state and municipal 
and the aid of all good citizens to uphold the laws and to preserve the public 
peace, and to facilitate those operations in safety which are essential to life 
and liberty, and the security of property and our common public welfare. 


"In witness whereof, I have hereunto set my hand and caused the seal of 


the United States to be affixed."

The publicity bureau of. the National 


^Republican committee is circulating a let- 
ter in which it'explains that protection is 
a traditional Republican principle, and 
free trade a strictly democratic doctrine, 
and it would therefore be an impossibili- 
ty to construct an uupartisau tariff sys- 
!tem. This is a fair sample of the subter- 
'fuges employes to keep the tariff in poli- 
>tics. The Democrats have never enacted a 


i tariff measure in which there were not 
numerous protective duties, and the Re- 
jpublicans have never framed a tariff 
! measure -which did1 not have many articles 
',on the free list. 
The issue between the 


; parties 
is 
hardly even one of degree. 


Rather it is one of interpretation. Both 
favor legitimate protection to American 
industry, but they differ as to what con- 
stitutes legitimate protection. That is all 
that separates the two parties on the tar- 
iff. The Democrats are in no sense a free 
trade party and never have been. 


Since the tariff commission was estab- 


lished by arrangement between the two 
great parties, the country has regarded 
the taiiff as a commercial issue. That it 
has not been treated so by concress has 
made no difference in the public mind. 
The people are weary of the log-rolling 
that swaps exorbitant duties on the indus- 
try of one politician's constituents for 
mountainous duties on the products of an- 
other's. They want the tariff handled as 
a business proposition. They want it taken 
out of polities. 


But the heads of the -ways and means 


and finance committees of the house and 
senate have willed it otherwise, and the 
reactionary 
politicians of both houses 


have 
so far stood behind them. They 


have proceeded to draft a tariff bill utter- 
ly devoid of reason or right, and having 
no relation, not even the pretense of re- 
lation, to the needs of American industry. 
'Duties have been piled on anything and 
everything that the special favor seekers 
who flocked to Washington demanded or 
•that 
politicians believed would benefit 


them. 
It is the worst attempt at grab 


and greed ever perpetrated on the coun- 
trj". 
Never before has k raised such a 


popular outcry. 
Never before has it 


aroused so much opposition from Repub- 
licans themselves. The pending bill has 
scarcely a friend or defender among the 
Republican press of the entire country. 
Many prominent Republicans in congress 
have openly declared they will not- vote 
•for it. Mr. Lenroot among them. It has 
'helped to defeat one of its authors. Sen- 
ator McCumber. head of the finance com- 
imittee of the senate. It has helped to re- 


i tire 
bourbon senators from two other 


states. Its originator, 
Mr. Fordney, 


1 chairman of the ways and means commit- 
'tee, reading the hand-writing on the wall, 
'has announced his voluntary retirement. 


Yet this is the tariff the National Re- 


publican committee is trying to bolster 
np. This is what is back of its propagan- 
da against taking the tariff out of poli- 
tics. 
The committee is trying to horn- 


twoggle the American people into accept- 
ing a tariff bill written to enrich the spe- 
cial interests and campaign contributors 
and to get the votes of classes the tariff 
exploits and robs. By this course it is run- 
ning 
counter 
to enlightened American 


opinion. 
It is making trouble for itself 


" that it will soon have to reckon with and 


for.

One of the most in- 
teresting examples of business foresight 
was given when the commercial reaction 
began by a corporation which claims to 
be the greatest shoe manufacturer in the 
world. A» soon as the depression became 
aa&ifeat thu company cut its coita aud 


prices, and every thirty days or so there- 
after it revised prices. 
All through the 


reactionary period it operated all of its 
plants at full capacity. This corporation 
read the signs aright. 
Its discernment 


was accurate, its judgment true. Prices 
aud costs were sure tokeepondesceuding, 
which indication denoted that shoe costs 
and prices would have to be readjusted 
to market peculiarities in order to stimu- 
late demand. 


Immense department stores which de- 


pend on the number of sales and volume 
of 
business, or the stock turnover, £or 


prosperity, applied the same policy. Those 
which 
offered 
bargains and advertised 


vigorously enjoyed approximately normal 
trade. The fact that there were a million 
marriages last year and a large increase 
in the birth rate was an important, com- 
mercial omen. Companieswhichmakebaby 
cabs ran their factories at capacity. The 
housing shortage would become more acute, 
and homes would haw to be'built and fur- 
nished. That there would be a livlier de- 
mand 
for 
baby clothing was a hint to 


many 
business 
men. But the sign of 


greatest, 
significance 
was the growing 


need for more domiciles. And when pros- 
perity got tinder headway this year the 
impetus came from the construction in- 
dustry. 


All large industrial and jobbing houses _ 


try to look ahead, year after year, into 
the approaching seasons. 
Shrewd mer- 


chants strive to obtain reliable informa- 
tion" as to demand in their districts. 
If 


houses have not been painted orrepaired 
for several years and look bad merchants 
test the situation to learn if there will be 
a demand .along these lines. The crops 
which ar« planted foreshadow implements 
and tools that farmers will require. 
If 


many houses are being built, there will 
be a 
demand f-r furniture and equip- 


ment for the home. 
If fruit crops are 


large, 
much 
preserving will be done. 


These 
are 
a very few of the ordinary 


symptoms. Only a little study enables the 
business man to keep informed as to the 
general trend, and only a little watcbftil- 
ness t^ get an idea of prospective demand. 
The signs are distinct for all who take 
the trouble to rmtice them.
